UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (UPT) 
The United States declared Fri- 
day it could not be expected to 
contribute in the near future to 
any new international program of 
financial aid to underdeveloped 
nations, 


The declaration came as the 
US. government pitted itself di- 
rectly against a near majority 
of Afro-Asian and Latin America 
states in opposing the proposed 
creation of a capital development 
fund administered by the United 
Nations.

Unless the 
economic threat of the Soviet Union in 
newly independent and underdeveloped 
countries is met as the military danger is 
being met, the ideological war will surely 
be lost. That’s the “new dimension” NATO 
must adopt.

Sibley Report Remains 
Best Solution in Sight 


Rep. David Newton of Colquitt County 
is the most recent Georgia lawmaker to 


‘come up with a plan to prevent closing 


of state schools. He says he will offer leg- 
islation to empower each of the state’s 197 
school boards to draw their own pupil- 
placement regulations. 

Not having seen his proposed bill, we 
cannot draw conclusions on it. But as an 
indication that more and more legislators 
are seeing the need for early action, his 
proposal is welcomed. 

The Sibley Commission's freedom-of- 
choice recommendations included a pupil- 
placement plan. But the commission’s 
entire report remains the most practical 
and workable system of solving the 
problem which is rushing at us with 
crisis speed. 

With the spectacular turmoil of New 
Orleans now being played out before us 
and the world, the case for delay be- 
comes more and more tenuous. The Gen- 
eral Assembly has an opportunity in 
January to make moves to prevent its 
happening here. It should take advantage 
of what time is left to the end that chaos 
such as that of New Orleans is spared our 
state.

Georgia Farmers Reap 
Benefits of Science, Toil 


Georgia farmers are learning more 
and more about scientific practices which 
make possible higher yields from smaller 
acreage. 

This is reflected in the fact that dur- 
ing the first nine months of this year 
Georgia’s rate of increase in cash farm in- 
come was 8.5 per cent, second only to 
Maine's leap of 22.7 per cent. 

In terms of dollars this meant Geor- 
gia farmers. harvested $580,015.000. ac- 
cording to the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce’s Atlanta Field Office. 

It is interesting to note that while the 
returns from crops rose by 14.1 per cent 
compared to a gain of 4 per cent from 
livestock, the latter still Outstripped in- 
come from row crops by 
margin. 

Despite the good showing made in 
sales, though, the old bugaboo of spiral- 
ing costs still has farmers in its clutches. 
Only the more efficient, usually the large 
operators, show tidy profits after bills 
are paid. 

Be that as it may, the 580 million dol- 
lars pumped into the economy of Geor- 
gia makes the fiscal climate all that 


much healthier for both rural and urban 
areas.

Moscow, Peiping Differ 
On Methods, Not Goals 


The summit conference of Communist 
leaders apparently has failed to heal tha 
widening ideological breach between the 
Soviet Union and Red China. 

Peiping sticks fast to its line that 
peaceful coexistence with other govern- 
mental systems is impossible and that 
World War III is inevitable. Moscow’s 
policy line, which it strongly reaffirmed, 
maintains that coexistence is possible 
and world victory for communism can be 
attained without war. 

International significance of the split 
is being debated in Western capitals. 
Hopeful Westerners foresee the time 
when the Soviet Union will find itself 
aligned with the West in opposing Red 
Chinese expansionisrn. But the hope is 
discounted by those who recognize that in 
today’s power struggle the interests of 
the two Communist powers are too close~ 
ly knit to allow a major split. 

We should not lose sight of the fact 
that Moscow’s line does not in the least 
abandon the Communist goal of world 
domination. It does not mean abandon- 
ment of protracted conflict in a con- 
tinuing struggle which Khrushchev thinks 
the Communists now are winning. 

Meanwhile, Nehru’s India has taken 
note of the Peiping: line and its threat to 
that country. Moscow, which in the past 
has tried to further its own interests in 
India, does not relish a Chinese attack 
on that vast country. 

At any rate, the division in the Com- 
munist camp’ goes on. The course of the 
debate very well could determine the is- 
sue of peace or armed conflict.

There is in 
Mexico no more manana, no 
more of the old wonderful casual- 
ness which would put off to the 
day after tomorow what really 
should have been done yesterday 
at the latest. 

We in the United States face 
a time of ever-growing pre 
ocuppation with foreign affairs, in- 
cluding Latin-American affairs, 
with Castro Cuba in mind. They 
face here what Presidente Adolfo 
Lopez Mateos calls the year of the 
homeland—the year of the coun- 
try. In a word, the Mexicans 
are looking inward at their ex- 
panding economy and their wide 
and perhaps slightly extreme wel- 
fare program. We are looking out- 
ward in anxiety at a great world 
where menace seems to lie in 
ambush in every continent and on 
every sea. 

There is sympathy here with 


of its modern revolution—that led 
old world military dictatorship of 


our attitude toward the smallest 
Latin dictator, Castro, ever to 
raise so large a concern in 
Washington. For Mexico, though 
commonly described as a left-wing 


country, has actually an _ in- 
creasing, rather than a  de- 
creasing, respect for capitalism. 


The political slogans sound pretty 
pinkish, but the Chamber of Com- 
merce is an infinitely bigger thing 
than all Marxian theory. 

The Mexicans, save for a tiny 
and narrow minority, do not 
speak even faintly in the accents 
of the Kremlin. This is so be- 
cause Mexico is having what we 
had after the Civil War a century 
ago, an enormous rise in the 
propertied middle class. 

The old Mexican grandees are 
dying out and so are the fright- 
fully huddled masses. The new 
dominant class is’ not high and 
not low but rather middling. 
These fellows, who have so recent- 
ly come to a vastly better life 
materially, want no part of Cas- 
tro. But they also are not exact- 
ly anxious to take any hand in 
any all-out U.S. effort to halt that 
singularly unpleasant lackey of 
imperialist communism. 

They want to be left alone and 
perhaps we ought to understand, 
if not condone. There was a very 
long time when in the face of 
rampant totalitarianism we, too, 
only wanted to be left alone.

looked as though the Congo was quieting down. It wasn't. 


It is almost impossible to over- 
state the uncertainties which now 
prevail and which stretch as far 
ahead as anyone can see. The 
best the United Nations has been 
able to do is to arrest somewhat 
the drift to chaos. 


The talk at the U.N. and in 
Washington is all about the need 
of a “fresh start.” But there is 
almost total disagreement on how 
to start, where ‘to start, and with 
whom to start. 

In its effort to shield the newly 
independent and fragile African 
nations from the tentacles of the 
cold war—in the course of which 
Premier Khrushchev tried to 
blast Dag Hammarskjold right 
out of his chair as secretary gen- 
eral—the United Nations has in 
its lap the hardest kind of prob- 
lem. 

We must hope that the United 
Nations will succeed. At stake is 
the safety of the other new na- 
tions. At stake is the functioning 
of the United Nations itself. But 
it will be a long, hard struggle. 
The United Nations is faced with 
this immensely difficult task: 

1. There is no clearly legal gov- 
ernment in the Congo to work 
with the United Nations, It° i: 


2. The United Nations can't be 
sure of the loyalty of its own 
forces in the Congo. Secretary 
General Hammarskjold and his 
chief representative in the Congo, 
Rajeshwar Dayal, have not been 
able to count on the Ghana and 
Guinea troops to follow U.N. di- 
rections. Consequently Mr. Ham- 
marskjold has had to pursue a 
tentative, wavering course in or- 
der to avoid something very near 
to “civil war’ within the United 
Nations. This has seriously weak- 
ened his mission. 

3. Political divisions prevent 
the United Nations from carry- 
ing out its assigned role freely 
and firmly. The Soviet Union 
wants to halt the United Nations 
from doing anything in the Congo 
so that Moscow can take over. 
It is hard for Hammarskjold to 
steer a clear course while Mr. 
K. is doing his best to steer him 
off the course. The new African 
nations would like to be assigned 
by the United Nations the full 
task of protecting the Congo, but 
they do not have the resources 
to do the job and they are them- 


selves divided over whom to rec- 
ognize as the legitimate Congo- 
lese government

grounds, but on the idea that it’s 
in the public interest to prescribe 
a day of rest, and since the major- 
ity favors Sunday, that should be 
it. 


This is ‘sound public policy re 
quired by health and welfare, as 
well as by religion,”’ says the Rev. 
Dr. Paul W. Pischell, of New 
York’s Protestant Council. 


Those who prefer other days 
strongly disagree and say no day 
at all should be legislated. Sun- 
day-closing laws, says Adventist 
President R. R. Figuhr, “‘coun- 
termand those guarantees of in- 
dividual liberty made by the 
founding fathers of America.” 


FIRST DAY OF WEEK 

Such laws, says Rabbi Dr. Sid- 
ney B. Hoenig, of Yeshiva Uni- 
versity, amount basically to ‘‘forc- 
ing Jews to recognize the Resur- 
rection of Jesus.” 


The fact that the Resurrection | 
came on the first day of the week | 


is what led Christians to begin ob- | 
serving it weekly. 


Actually, however, early Chris- 
tians still observed the seventh- | 
day Sabbath as well, and then) 
spent the first day, ‘“‘the Lord’s 
day,”’ not in rest, but in works of 
service and charity following their 
worship.

America’s oldest Sunday law 
was enacted by the Virginia col- 
ony in 1610. It compelled church 
attendance under penalty of death 
but made no mention of work. 


COLOR OF PAPER 

Other “‘blue laws,”’ so-called be- 
cause of the color of the paper 
some early ones were written on, 
usually banned work, commerce 
and various aniusements.. 


Whatever the laws, or lack of 
them, however, many church 
groups have struggled to keep 
business closed on Sunday. 
They’ve picketed, boycotted and 
issued slogans, “Stop, don’t shop, 
on Sunday.” 


But often, the roadside super- 
markets, auto salesrooms, real 
‘estate offices and other establish- 
ments keep their cash registers 
‘humming right along with the 
‘church bells. although many say 
| they don’t want to stay open, but 
‘must to meet the competition of 
| those who do.

The Georgia folks are dedicating 
this contest to Harry Mehre, the old 
coach himself who is now one of the 
outstanding football writers in the land 
Mehre fulfilled 10 years of a ‘‘lifetime’’ 
contract at Georgia and his teams 
rolled up an impressive 59-34-6 chart 


On the topic of records, a new 
statistic may go in the hooks Sat- 
urday. Bobby Dodd has never lost 
four straight to Georgia, and Wallace Butts has not won four 
in a row from the Engineers. 


It's customary to say that the game is always a toss-up when 
these ancient enemies square off. Statistics substantiate such a 
claim this outing. 


The teams boast identical 5-4 charts. The most prejudiced Geor- 
gia boosters must admit that the Engineers have fought the toughest 
schedule, so there's not much to choose when you add up the 
points. Tech has cashed 112, surrendered 90. Georgia has taliied 
167, vielded the same total Tech has scored

Dodd and Butts agree that the bout has the earmarks of an 
offensive slugfest. And Southeastern Conference figures document 
the belief that both teams should roll up a lot of yardage. Op 
ponents have racked up more yards against the Engineers (2,336) 
and Bulldogs (12,351) than any SEC member except Vanderbilt 
(2,469). 


In recent games Tech and Georgia have mended their defensive 
fences, however, and they have been stingy with points. Alabama 
is the only foe to cross Tech’s goal twice in six games. In the last 
eight games only Florida entered the Georgia end zone more than 
twice. | 

The oddsmakers go along with the consensus that this will 
be a close fracas. They rank the Engineers slightly stronger 
than the Bulldogs, but the touchdown advantage awarded the 
home field sends Georgia to post a point and a half favorite. 


You don't have to consult either coach to figure out the battle 
plan. Tech will attempt to put tremendous pressure on Francis 
Tarkenton, the greatest offensive quarterback to wear the Red and 
Black. 


Though Georgia has stickout runners in Fred Brown, Bobby 
Walden, Bill Godfrey and Bill McKenny, the ground game hasn't 
clicked due to ineffective blocking. 


The Bulldogs figure to win or lose in the air, and Tarkenton is 
the best pitcher in the league. He has completed 99 of 171 passes, 
and Georgia is apt to come out throwing 


—Bulldogs Choice Due to Superior Offense 


The Bulldog pass defense hasn't been sensational, but neither 
has the Tech passing game. The Engineers have averaged only 60 
passing vards per game. So Tech probably will rely on a ground 
attack featuring dangerous Billy Williamson and Chick Graning. 
Senior quarterback Marvin Tibbetts usually sits at the controls 
when Tech is on an infantry march. If the ground game stalls, then 
watch for Stan Gann to stage an air raid. Gann is a gifted, danger- 
ous foe in wide open warfare. 


Both teams are armed with talented field goal kickers who 
could settle the squabble. Tech's Tommy Wells and Georgia's Dur- 
ward Pennington rank with the best in this important department 
From a punting standpoint, Georgia rates an edge, for Bobby 
Walden is the nation’s stickout booter. 


After watching Georgia on five occasions and Tech on four, it's 
my opinion that the home field.is worth a minimum of 10 points 
to these teams. 


Georgia has racked up three straight this season and is 
gunning for 12 in a row in Sanford Stadium. On the road the 
Bulldogs are 2-4. Tech won four of five engagements at Grant 
Field, but lost three of four on enemy soil. 


Add the home field advantage to the fact that Tarkenton, Pat 
Dye, Brown, Phil Ashe and their playmates have never lost to Tech, 
and Georgia figures to win. Our shattered crystal ball indicates 
that the Bulldogs will take it all by a score of 24-17. 


Over in Birmingham, Auburn and Alabama boosters say the 
championships of Alabama and Georgia will be settled.

Sparkling snowflakes, tiny se- 
quins, and other novelty applica- 
tions make numerous cards 
sparkle, glitter and shine. 

Rounding out the parade are 
exciting portrayals of Christmas 
trees, jolly little animals, the 
ever-popular winter scenes, Mr. 
and Mrs. Snowman, inviting 
doorways, bulging mail boxes, 
candy canes, tree ornaments, 
happy fireside scenes.

FINDS WIDE CHOICE OF GREETING CARDS THIS YEAR - 
Miss Ann Willard Gets Early Start on Making Selections 
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Educator Hails New System 
Of Non-Graded Classes Here

Gifted students as well as 
slow learners will benefit from 
the new, non-graded primary 
classes to be tested in Georgia 
schools. 


That's the experience of Dr. 
Miriam Howell, assistant pro- 
fessor of education of Emory 
University and Agnes . Scott 
College. She helped instigate the 
system in Milwaukee, Wis., 
schools in 1942. 

The combined first, second 
and third grade system will be 
tested in some 16 pilot areas 
over the state within the next 
months 


The State Department of cd 
ucation has allocated $40,000 for 
the program, 


“The system doesn't teach 
children any differently basi 
cally,”” Dr. Howell explains, 
“it changes classroom admin 
istration.” 


GROUPED BY ABILITY 


It means more than merely 
“lumping” children together in 
the first three grades, she em 
phasizes, and is a more flexi 
ble grouping of students accord- 
ing to their individual abilities. 


They are grouped without des- 
ignation of grade other than 
primary, she says. 


“It aims to stretch out or 
shorten the school program ac 
cording to the child's abilities,” 
she says. 


Learning levels rather than 
grade levels are the basis itor 
grouping children in the new, 
non-graded set-up. 


“Each child moves ahead as 
rapidly as possible in all areas 
of development and learning,’ 
Dr. Howell says. 


Failure of students, a peren 
nial school problem, is dimin 
ished in the non-graded sys 
tem, she believes. 


NO NEEDLESS REPITITION 

The slow learner may con 
tinue with the group a fourth 
vear, if necessary. But he isn’! 
forced to repeat an_ entire 
grade.

“The teacher picks up the 
slower learner where he leit 
off with his particular learning 
block,”” she explains 


Thus a seven-year-old isn't 
forced to jump back and read 
through every first grade read- 
er with the six year olds, as in 
the past. 


He is re-grouped with chil 
dren of similar abilities and 
learning skills. 


BRIGHT CHILD BENEFTTS 

The bright child benefits sim- 
larly, the educator points out 

“He is not allowed to under 
achieve. If he is only six but 
ready for second grade arith 
metic, he can have it in the 
new system,’ Dr. Howell ex 
plains
